Choice of the boat to be tested is not sug- 
gested by manufacturers but is made by the editors of 
POPULAR BOATING each month, with the aim of examining 
prominent types, or craft of special interest, in various 
parts of the country. Boating experts Hank Bowman and 
Blake Gilpin then put the craft through extensive tests 
which PoPuLaR BoaTINc feels will give the boat a thorough 
and impartial test as to its ability to serve boatmen in the 
uses for which it was designed. The largest production 
outboard cruiser, from the Le Page plant in Canada, will 
be the subject for test in September.

Accurate and complete information of this type makes 
my job a pleasure. All too often, I’m asked to figure power, 
speed or propeller size on the basis of incomplete, sketchy 
data, which is, of course, impossible. 

According to Taylor's formula for power required, you 
need a 1/10th-horsepower motor. I suggest that you con- 
sult a Manhattan Classified Telephone Directory under 
“Electric Motors” and “Model Supplies” for sources of 
such a motor. 


6¢W HAVE a 14foot runabout-type kit boat and a 1956 John- 

I son 30-hp motor. This combination porpoises at mod- 
erate speeds and becomes uncontrollable at high speed. | 
have tried the motor in every position possible and have 
even tried weighing the bow down, but she still porpoises. 
Any suggestions as to how | might remedy this situation 
will be welcome.”

Porpoising or pitching when running at speed is caused 
by a phenomenon known as “longitudinal dynamic insta- 
bility.” When such instability is present, the center of water 
pressure on the bottom of the boat oscillates alternately 
forward and aft of the center of gravity, lifting each end 
of the boat in turn so that it “gallops” over the water. Most 
planing hulls, including so-called stepless or hard-chined 
boats such as yours, have a tendency to porpoise if the 
speed is increased to an extent sufficient to alter the angle 
of trim appreciably. 

If the angle of trim can be restricted, porpoising will be 
eliminated. One way to do this, the least popular of all with 
most outboard enthusiasts, is to use a smaller motor, thus 
cutting the speed of the boat and allowing it to trim more 
nearly level. 

Another way is to move the center of gravity forward. 
You mention that you have already tried this by weighing 
the bow down. Unfortunately, this is the worst thing you 
could have done. As much weight as possible should be 
concentrated near the center of gravity, taking care to 
avoid weights in the ends, especially in the bow. The 
proper way to move the center of gravity forward is to 
move as many weights as you can from the transom to the 
forward end of the cockpit. Portable fuel tanks are per- 
fect examples of such weights. So are you—if you are now 
steering from the rear of the boat, move the controls to the 
front seat. 

Should porpoising still persist, the only thing left for you 
to try is to extend the bottom past the transom to provide 
additional “bearing” at the stern. This extension is vari- 









ously called a “shingle,” a “squat board” and an “after- 
plane.” It is supported by a bottom frame and knees fas- 
tened to the after side of the transom, and is, of course, 
slotted to clear the motor’s lower unit. 

Nearly all utility racing runabouts (AU, BU, etc.) have 
afterplanes. Since an afterplane adds to the wetted surface 
and therefore slows a boat down, the practice of the racing 
clan is to make the extension quite long and then to go 
through a series of “cut and try” experiments until the least 
practical length is achieved. The proper length is that 
which allows the boat to porpoise very slightly in glass- 
smooth water. This type of water is the worst insofar as 
porpoising is concerned; so a boat that porpoises slightly 
in smooth water should behave like a perfect lady in ripples 
or a small chop. 


6¢ AM curious about Albert Hickman’s Sea Sled, which 

was invented two or three years before World War I. 
In its time, it was considered a big step in boat design. 
Extremely fast for its horsepower and very roomy, it was 
used by the government with considerable success in a 
large variety of operations, and was often written up in 
boating magazines and in such authoritative journals as 
the Scientific American. 

“These descriptions made the Sea Sled sound like a craft 
with a terrific future. What ever happened to it? Is it still 
being manufactured? If so, where?”

Hickman’s Sea Sled is the absolute reversal of the con- 
ventional V-bottom boat. Annoyed by the fuss of water at 
the bow of the conventional boat when underway at speed, 
he cut the boat in half lengthwise and put her back to- 
gether again the other way around with what had been the 
port and starboard sheer lines joined together, with what 
had been a V bottom made into an inverted V and with a 
deck outline that was practically a rectangle. 

All authorities are agreed that the Sea Sled has many 
advantages for high-speed rough-water work. It gathers 
the bow wave under itself and uses the wave to increase 
lift, making it faster than the conventional V-bottom boat. 
The action in a following sea is also good because the form 
of the bow prevents yawing as the stern lifts. 

In one comparative trial, the racing Sea Sled Orlo II] ran 
with almost complete absence of pounding at speeds be- 
tween 60 and 70 mph in a choppy sea that forced its 
competitors to slow down to a crawl in order to keep 
running at all. 

As you mention, the government worked with Hickman 
during World War I. The Navy continued its experiments 
with Sea Sleds during World War II, and at last reports was 
still collaborating with Hickman (who maintains an office 
in Boston, Mass.) in extensive Sea Sled tests and trials. 

Why has the type never been popular in the pleasure 
boating field? Opinions vary. Some say that Hickman’s 
air-tight patents restrained other designers from working 
on and improving the breed, thereby needlessly slowing 
down its development. Others say that the rather ungainly, 
boxy appearance of the boats prevented public acceptance, 
offending the esthetic senses of boatmen rather than attract- 
ing them. 

But all this may soon be changed. Hickman’s patents 
have expired, allowing others to step into the field. One 
firm quick to take advantage of this is Sea Sled Industries, 
Inc., 3800 Dempster St., Skokie, Ill. This outfit has already 
announced a 16-foot outboard runabout that is built of 
wood, and is developing a line of fiberglass Sea Sleds. Their 
progress will be watched with interest by all of us who have 
been following Hickman’s trials and tribulations over the 
years. — G&

EA-GOING litterbugs are taking 
\J our waterways by storm, their am- 
munition: empty beer cans and as- 
sorted refuse. In addition to strewing 
public waters with debris, they are 
establishing permanent beachheads at 
bathing and picnic areas throughout 
the country. Seemingly some boatmen 
are unaware of the staggering amount 
of litter left in their wake—and the 
costly effort required to remove it. 

To rout this ever-expanding army 
of debris dunkers and picnic area de- 
spoilers, federal, state and local gov- 
ernment agencies are beginning to 
consider laws for an all-out effort to 
stop them in mid-stream. 

In New Jersey, a measure enabling 
the state’s shore municipalities to or- 
ganize joint police forces for the pur- 
pose of warding off sea-going litter- 
bugs, has now become a law. The bill, 
signed by Jersey’s Governor Robert 
B. Meyner, permits two or more com- 
munities to create a special joint 
constabulary to patrol the waters off 
their shores for sanitary and police 
purposes. Under its provision each 
community contributes manpower and 
equipment to watch for fishing parties 
dumping trash over the side of their 
boats or bathers throwing litter into 
the surf. 

Arkansas, too, has joined the cru- 
sade. As one of the first steps in a 
coordinated litter-prevention program, 
10,000 litterbags were distributed dur- 
ing a July 4th dedication of Blakely 
Dam near Hot Springs. Bags were 
donated by Little Rock and Hot 
Springs merchants, cooperating with 
the Garland County anti-litter com- 
mittee, 

The Pollution Committee of West

DO carry a travel-trash bag or con-

lution to your local authorities. 





Virginia Sportsmen Unlimited, Inc. is 
supplying chartered outdoor clubs in 
the state with dual printed postcards 
for reporting details of stream pollu- 
tion cases noted by their members. The 
cards bear the address of the State 
Water Commission on one half and 
the Governor’s on the other. 

These examples of specific action 
will unavoidably be followed by more 
unless boating enthusiasts, fishermen, 
campers, picnickers and vacationers in 
general begin to mend their ways. 








American business and industry 
have joined the fight against litterbugs, 
too, and many are sponsors of Keep 
America Beautiful, Inc., an organiza- 
tion which serves as a central coordi- 
nating agency to combat the litter 
menace, both on land and sea. The 
packing industry and those serving it 
are in the forefront of the drive. Many 
packagers and manufacturers of pack- 
ing material are members of Keep 
America Beautiful, and help the cause 
by imprinting disposal reminders on 
their packages and including Keep 
America Beautiful messages in con- 
sumer advertising and merchandising. 

Another form of public service has 
been undertaken by members of the 
Irondequoit Yacht Club. For the third 
consecutive year members of this New 
York State group have put a day aside 
to clean up floating trash and naviga- 
tion menaces on Irondequoit Bay. 
Each year, under the direction of the 
club’s commodore and vice-commo- 
dore, a detail of about 30 men launch 
work rafts over the bay and pick up 
loose duck blinds, floating logs and 
assorted rubbish. 

A New England group, the Barn- 
stable County League of Sportsmen, 
is sponsoring a Cape Cod clean-up 
campaign. 

The efforts of these and numerous 
other groups situated throughout the 
country are bearing fruit, but basically 
the water-litter problem comes back to 
us—the individual boaters. Our help 
is needed to make the campaign a suc- 
cess on the waterfront. POPULAR 
BOATING has compiled a list of litter 
do’s and don’ts which every boatman 
should practice. Remember that it is 
only with our cooperation that the sea- 
going litterbug can be effectively ex- 
terminated.— G

INDING he owed time handicaps to 75% of his fast 

competition in Class B of the June Annapolis to New- 
port ocean race, owner James Brickell of the Starlight (with 
POPULAR BOATING’s correspondent aboard) elected a loser’s 
gamble. Anticipating the fleet would pursue the classic 
tactic of moving fast as possible along the straight-line 
course from Chesapeake lightship to the finish off New- 
port’s Castle Rock, he decided to go eastward far to sea 
and considerably out of his way. 

Brickell’s theory: a good light-air boat, Starlight might 
be among leaders emerging from the usually windless 
summer Chesapeake. Avoiding the "Jersey coast with its 
squalls and calms, she could find a private sea breeze and 
stretch any advantage to victory. Explaining it to his crew, 
Jim dubbed his tactics “the surprise package we'll open at 
Castle Rock.” 

What Starlight’s owner overlooked was that this race, 
held every other year to alternate with the Bermuda Classic, 
was run from Newport south to Annapolis in other 
years, and now it was being sailed backward for the first 
time in history. A more superstitious skipper would have

guessed such flouting of tradition might make theory fly 
out the companionway. 

Instead of baffling light airs, the Chesapeake whistled 
up a reefing beat to windward that saw Starlight shuffled 
far back, while half a dozen competitors withdrew due to 
rigging and other troubles. Also untrue to its nature, the 
coast run offered straight-line sailors a snoring spinnaker 
romp that made Brickell’s gamble futile. 

The real “surprise package at Castle Rock” was pre- 
pared by Ray Hunt’s Class C Harrier, which took fleet as 
well as division on corrected time and won the Blue Water 
bowl, spacious champagne-holder and coveted award of 
the race. Starlight’s reward was dead-last in Class B and 
a near brush with being tailender of the 40-boat fleet to 
finish. 

Led by most of Class A including De Coursey Fales’ 
astute schooner Nina, the Western Shore fleet generally 
played the better kand from the noon start until slack 
tide, and the better winds of late afternoon. After that 
it was simply a matter of slugging it out upwind in a traffic- 
filled bay, thickly studded with running lights after dark. 

Spinnakers went up at the lightship and, amazingly, 
stayed up all the way to the finish, except in the case of 
smaller boats who could not make it in before the fine 
southerlies finally blew themselves out. Harrier dipped and 
swung before her big kite all the way and Hunt reminisced 
happily, “It was wonderful. You'd look up and the spin- 
naker would be just as taut as a banjo string.” 

At least one thing about the backwards-sailed race ran 
true to form, however, and that was the continued domi- 
nation of small boats over deepwater racing of recent years. 
The Class C (smallest division) finish order for the first

four places was also the fleet finish order, and the best 
overall performance by a big boat was a fifth by Caper. 

Truer yet was the fact that among these four top C 
yachts were two of the Finisterre-type keel-centerboard 
racers including Finisterre herself. Under owner Carleton 
Mitchell, this boat which has exhibited a New York 
Yankees-like hold over ocean racing since her debut, added 
fleet and class third place trophies to her already bulging 
silverware collection. George R. Hinman’s Bonne Amie 
(highly similar but not a sistership) got seconds. 

Certainly, the results indicate it was not a big boat race 
(if such a thing exists any more), and the easy run before 
favoring breezes gave them little chance to hang up a lead 
long enough to survive time handicaps. Still, there is always 
the feat of being the first actual boat over the finish line 
for the Class A boys, a task handily turned this time by 
W. H. Wheeler’s lovely yawl Cotton Blossom IV. 

Second and third over the line were Walter S. Gubel- 
man’s Windigo and the Coast Guard Academy’s new 
acquisition, Petrel (nee Kitty Hawk). The latter’s per- 
formance must have been sweet for the C. G., which has 
taken a years’-long drubbing from the better-endowed 
Naval Academy, sponsor of some seven boats this year. 

Class A corrected time honors went in order to Caper, 
owned by Irving Pratt, Cotton Blossom IV and Windigo, all 
civilians, by the way. 

It was in Class B that the Naval Academy cracked the 
whip with two fast yawls, Alert and Frolic, taking second 
and third behind Bradford Smith Jr. in Altair. The best a 
B boat could do in fleet was Altair’s sixth. 

A crewman on Petrel sighed, “Wind, wind, wind, that’s 
all we had.” In Petrel’s case it was too much, causing her 
to pop spinnaker halyards often enough to cost her lead 
position in the fleet and possible first-to-finish honors. 

Such unusually pleasant conditions for a coastwise ocean 
race even tempered Starlight’s nasty “surprise package at 
Castle Rock.” Notified he’d finished last in Class B and 
not much better in fleet, Brickell remained unruffied. 

“It’s the most painless way to lose I can think of,” he said, 
and headed down Martha’s Vineyard way to do a little 
cruising devoid of further surprises.—

HANDY MARKER FLOAT 


UT a six-inch section of clothes pole, large dowel or old 
broom handle and wrap as many feet of tarred or waxed 
line around it as you think will be needed in your waters, 
after painting the wood red. Affix a fair-sized fishing sinker 
to the line and put a rubber band around it to hold things 
snug. Keep it aboard, and if something drops overboard 
you can mark the location. 


REFLECTOR PADDLE 

NFLATABLE life rafts used by the armed forces are 

equipped with plywood paddles such as the one shown in 
the sketch. One face is covered with reflecting tape. In event 
of a night rescue by large boat, the paddle is held up to 
catch the boat’s searchlight and aid in locating personnel 
on the water. You could make good use of such a paddle 
in a pleasure boat in many ways, not only in case of an 
emergency but for such simple purposes as locating boats 
during night fishing operations. Buy one in a surplus store 
or make one up from a scrap of plywood and a roll of re- 
flecting tape. Or, simply put several strips of the tape on 
your oar or paddle to have it handy when needed. G

WENTY years ago a frail, unathletic Frenchman had a tantalizing introduc- 

tion to the submarine world off the French Riviera. He glimpsed this through 

a piece of equipment known for centuries to divers of Polynesia and Japan, 
but only periodically rediscovered by the West—the underwater goggle. This is 
the device which, through refractive action, permits a human eye that is normally 
almost blind under water to see clearly. 

Completely possessed by the scene revealed to him, the goggler resolved to per- 
fect an underwater breathing device that would give him the security and freedom 
of movement beneath the sea that man had sought for ages. 

In June of 1943, a few days after celebrating his thirty-third birthday, the man 
many consider to be the greatest adventurer of the 20th century plunged into the 
Mediterranean Sea with a weirdly cumbersome apparatus strapped to his body and 
threw wide the gates to a new frontier. 

The pioneering Frenchman was Jacques-Yves Cousteau; the apparatus was the 
Aqua-Lung—the first practical self-contained underwater breathing unit, developed 
by Cousteau and engineer Emile Gagnan. 

Cousteau’s inspired writings and motion pictures of life in the “Silent World” 
that became his domain have since lured millions of others of nearly every age 
group to adventure in the upper layers of the vast underwater world. 

What has come to be known as skin diving, the newest of sports, did not really 
get started until after the close of World War II. Then much of the equipment

mask, which in general is any mask that 
seals well on an individual’s face, can 
be purchased for $3-$5. Good quality 
fins, either the full-shoe or the adjusta- 
ble-strap type, cost $5-$13. They should 
be fairly stiff and of medium-to-light 
weight so as not to overtire the begin- 
ner. Snorkels come in J, S and C 
shapes, with a variety of closures, and 
cost $1.50-$7.50. The snorkel mouth- 
piece should fit comfortably and the 
air-intake opening should be high 
enough to clear the water by a safe 
margin when the diver is snorkeling on 
the surface.

water Breathing Apparatus.” Units patterned after the original Cousteau- 
Gagnan Aqua-Lung are made by several manufacturers and, for the most 
part, are of the open-circuit design that supply air on demand and dis- 
charging exhaled air in the water. 

A standard, single-tank SCUBA unit with a 70-cubic-foot (compressed- 
air) capacity will allow the diver to move about freely for about 50 min- 
utes in ten feet of water; 25 minutes at 50 feet, and about 15 minutes at 100 
feet. Although dives have been made to depths beyond 300 feet, no ama- 
teur should attempt to go below 130 feet. 

NO diver should attempt to dive with SCUBA without first having been 
thoroughly schooled in SCUBA technique, preferably in a pool. Most 
larger YMCAs have skin diving classes, as do branches of the American 
Red Cross and major park departments. The Los Angeles County Under- 
water Recreation program is one of the best recognized public agency 
operations in the world. 

The SCUBA diver’s greatest danger is air embolism. This results when 
the diver inhales too deeply and retains the air during a too speedy ascent 
to the surface. As the diver rises and the pressure decreases, the air in his 
lungs expands. Therefore, the first rule of SCUBA diving is: never

HE twenty-three-year-old girl went over the side of the 

boat, her first try at ocean skin diving, in a spot about 
eight miles from Key West on the great reef that guards 
the Florida Keys from the Atlantic Ocean. 

She made her dive in a glassy smooth sea. The sky was 
high and blue and the sun brilliant. Her flippers went up 
and she slipped down through the clear water, hardly 
splashing the surface. 

In about thirty seconds she surfaced. Her eyes, behind 
the face mask, wide and startled. “Why, there are two 
WideWorld Photo awfully big fish down here,” she said to the man in the boat. 

He pushed his feet into flippers, pulled on a face mask, 
and dropped easily into the water. Below he found two 
large but perfectly harmless tarpon cruising slowly through 
the bright water about twenty feet down alongside a bank 
of coral. 

Since then the girl, like hundreds of other beginners, has 
dived countless times into the underwater world along the 
reef. Although she tried her first real skin diving near Key 
West, the first time she put on a face mask and snorkle was 
in a bathtub in her Wichita apartment, just to see how the 
equipment worked in water. The next stop was the ocean 
off Florida’s Keys. 

Key West is a goal for skin divers—whether you are an 
old hand at it like the six men who flew from Los Angeles 
to Key West for a few days of diving, or a novice like the 
girl scared by the tarpon. The water is warm and clear; 
colorful fish, coral, and underwater plants are everywhere.

ARLY this spring an English cargo liner brought an 
k odd-shaped hydroplane to a hidden destination at an 

eastern U. S. lake. Now, behind a veil of secrecy, the 
boat is being assembled and tested. Its objective: end of 
the year runs for the world’s unrestricted water title. 

On November 16th, 1955, the wraps were removed from 
a similarly well-guarded operation when a tall, handsome 
Britisher, his jet pilot’s cap casually cocked on his head, 
seated himself in an unusual out-rigger hydro on Nevada's 
Lake Mead, fired up the powerful jet turbine engine and 
took off. Twice across the lake and Donald Campbell, son 
of the late speed king Sir Malcolm Campbell, had powered 
the world’s first successful jet-engined three-pointer at an 
average speed of 216.2 m.p.h. He had clinched the record 
for Great Britain. 

The return of Campbells’ boat, the Blue Bird II, to the 
United States for further attempts, at even greater speeds, 
has evoked worried comments from our national press. 

“The U. S. has lost the speed title for good,” one reporter 
lamented. . “The jet age is only beginning, yet Campbell, by 
virtue of being first has now clocked speeds 35 m.p.h. faster 
than any U. S. boat. He should keep the title for a long time 
to come.” 

“The nearest competition is 40 m.p.h. behind,” another 
writer said.” No on can touch Campbell.” 

Are the scribes right? Perhaps not, for the “nearest 
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competition,” a tall, greying Seattleite, garbed in Stetson 
and windbreaker, looking more like a Montana cowboy than 
a boat designer, has a secret weapon of his own. 

The man, Ted Jones, is a boat designer raised to speed, 
current King of world hydros, and holder of the lion’s share 
of its championship records. 

The boat is a jet engined, metal hulled, out-rigged three- 
pointer, designed for just one purpose: to break the current 
unrestricted record. 

Boating experts claim Jones is the man for the job. There 
is plenty of background to support this belief. In 1950 the 
first Jones designed unlimted three-pointed was completed. 
In less than one year it had roared across the waters of 
Seattle’s Lake Washington at 160.323 to return the un- 
limited speed record to the U. S. for the first time in 12 
years. The man the Jones boat wrested the title from: Sir 
Malcolm Campbell. 

Born in Seattle, Washington in 1909, Ted Jones climbed 
to the top of one of the world’s toughest sports without 
benefit of conventional engineering or marine training. His 
school has been one of test and experiment. In the process 
of learning he has built more fast boats, created more in- 
novations and advanced more presently accepted theories 
than any other man in the field. He’s been designing and 
building advanced hydros for 25 years. The one now in 
construction bares an uncanny resemblance to a boat he 
outlined to a Seattle reporter in 1934. 

“At the time,” Jones recalls, “Buck Rogers was going

strong and the newspaper man asked me to conjecture about 
the future of hydros 10 or 20 years in the future. I told 
him what I could.” 

“With speeds increased to close to 200 m.p.h.,” the re- 
porter wrote, “Ted Jones feels new designs will be necessary. 
Speeds will be so great the current hydro hull, with sponsons 
mounted firmly to the sides, will be unsafe. Such a con- 
ventional hull will trap air between hull and sponson. Jones 
feels the sponsons will have to be mounted away from the 
hull, possibly on outriggers. The hull proper will be narrow 
and streamlined.” 

“I always felt such a boat would someday be the only 
means of breaking speed records,” Jones said, “but at first 
it was difficult to find the money to build it. Later there 
was no time. When Donald Campbell took the record with 
the jet powered Blue Bird II it seemed imperative that I 
build my boat. I had to have a try at the record.” 

Jones hopes to complete the boat by September, racing 
schedules permitting, with shake down cruises on Lake 
Washington earmarked for the same month. His schedule 
is all-important. The deadline for a speed attempt on Lake 
Washington is the end of October; on Lake Mead, Decem- 
ber Ist; after which no record try can be made until next 
spring. 

The boat Jones will use is amazingly close to the 1934 
newspaper description. The thin, cigar-shaped hull of the 
latest Jones creation is slightly over 34 ft. in length. It is 
7 ft. wide with a profile similar to Miss Thriftway Too, the 
current Jones hydro sensation. 

Thriftway Too is designed with the driver’s compartment 
far forward, like that of a cab-over truck. The power plant 
is aft: the reverse of current designs. This has several 
advantages. Instead of obscured vision, sight blocked by 
power plant and accessories, the pilot rides far forward 
where every inch of the course is visible. Balance is better, 
because the power plant can be situated in the proper spot 
to equalize all components, and the improved streamlining 
cuts resistance to a minimum. 

In Jones’ new hydro the turbine engine will sit aft and 
the cowling will flair from the fully enclosed pilot’s cockpit 
into the engine. 

The sponsons will be approximately half the length of the 
boat, mounted 12 inches outboard. They will be secured 
to the hull by high tensile steel tubing. The skin for both 
sponsons and hull will be high-duty Dural. 

A J-47-19 General Electric gas turbine aircraft engine 
will supply power. It will be mounted aft. There is no 
propeller, power train or connection. Air is drawn into the 
engine by a rotating fan-compressor system. The fan com- 
presses the air which then flows into the chamber. There it 
greatly expands so that it roars out of the exhaust pipe, after 
mixture with the fuel and ignition, to push the boat by the 
sheer force of the exhaust.

at the front of the engine. At full throttle, more than 
6,500 pounds of air per minute roar from the turbine ex- 
haust at a velocity of close to 1,200 m.p.h. 

Jones has successfully coped with many problems en- 
countered in the boat’s designing stage. The engine, he 
found, has to be mounted above the water at a distance 
sufficient to prevent moisture from flowing into the turbine 
where it would kill the flame which creates the expanded 
fuel-air mixture that gives thrust. The thrust line will be 
between thirty inches and three feet above the water line. 
This could put the thrust of the boat so high it might give 
the boat a tendency to nose down when the power is on. 

“These factors have demanded much consideration,” 
Jones admits. 

“Several experts said, ‘give the hull a lot of lift up front 
and that will more than do it,’ a wrong approach, I think. 
The boat wouldn’t be safe designed that way. Lift is essen- 
tial to counteract the thrust tendencies of the turbine, but 
you need more.” 

What Jones means is this: Lift is of little value if there 
is no safety valve for it. Jones will get close to 250-300 
m.p.h. Should the turbine ‘flame out’ (that is, moisture 
cause the ignition to quit) the engine would be killed and 
there would no longer be a thrust force pushing the nose 
down. If the boat were designed strictly for lift, once the 
downward thrust of the engine was killed the boat would 
lift in a disastrous flip or roll. 

“Too many designers overlook that factor,” Jones says, 
“They visualize a record-running boat as a boat designed 
for use only with power on. They must also consider the 
consequences if the power is killed suddenly. If they don't, 
the first ride may be their last.” 

Jones wants more than one ride. The boat he is building 
has a tremendous speed potential. The J-47-19 turbine he’s 
chosen has a minimal thrust of 6,200 pounds. That's a lot

Back in the days when men were men—and 
boatmen sailed windjammers—Bunyan’s legendary Blue Ox, 
“Babe,” wandered away from a lumbering operation leaving 
tremendous tracks all over the state. The “Big Rain” arrived 
about that time. It came down in torrents with water pour- 
ing up out of China so fast that it washed the prairie grass 
away by the roots. “Babe’s” footprints—11,107 of ‘em 
according to official count—were filled with water and 
Minnesota became a boatman’s paradise. 

Another explanation, advanced by the more scientifically 
inclined, is that Minnesota’s myriad lakes were carved by 
receding glaciers during the Ice Age. Be that as it may, for 
over 3,000,000 people living within back-yard distance of 
2,000,000 acres of clear crystal lake water, the facts provide 
28 
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more recreational fun than any educated speculation. Even 
when everybody heads for the water en masse, there is 
plenty of room. Smallboat skippers have a staggering choice 
of potential waterways since trailer-launching is no problem 
on the relatively flat terrain, highways are excellent, and a 
no trespassing sign is as rare as a dinosaur egg. 

Duluth, at the head of the Great Lakes, is the largest 
inland port in the world, but a scattering of skyscrapers 
can’t change wilderness country. They tell a story about 
two stiff-necked businessmen who went for a motorboat 
ride on Lake Superior and discovered a large bear swimming 
along offshore. When the helmsman incautiously throttled 
down and idled alongside, the bear decided to climb aboard. 
The men promptly went for a swim while the skiff cruised 
the waterfront with bruin perched in the stern—thus prov- 
ing Minnesota’s universal interest in water sports.

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E MORNING we left our dockside mooring at Gus’s 
i soonaek the sky was overcast. The barometer and 

temperature were dropping, and our PB tests of the 
1957 30’ four-sleeper Chris-Craft semi-enclosed Sea Skiff 
were performed under poor conditions for comfort, as far 
as weather was concerned. 

The two-day trials were conducted out of Saugatuck, 
Connecticut, on Long Island Sound, with a night’s lay over 
at Port Jefferson, Long Island. The boat used is owned by 
advertising executive Samuel H. Northcross of South Nor- 
walk, Conn. At the time of the tests, it had been operated 
for approximately 60 hours so that there had been ample 
time both on the engines and the hull to show up any 
inherent weaknesses, particularly since most of the shake 
down operation had been performed during the rough water 
winter months. 

As we made our way out the sickle-shaped channel into

frolic that ends in a community-wide epidemic 
of hydroplane fever—a chronic condition that 
becomes pleasantly acute each August. 

In 1948 when Seattle newsman Douglass Welch 
returned from a visit to St. Paul, Minnesota’s 
Winter Carnival, he shared his idea of a thawed- 
out Puget Sound version with Post-Intelligencer 
Publisher Charles Lindeman. 

They felt that Seattle could cash in on its 
abundance, yes surplus, of water in the same 
fashion St. Paul profited by hi-jinks in its sub-zero 
season. The first idea tended toward a rain festival, 
a Pageant of Pluvius calculated to excel the eastern 
Epic of Earmuffs. But Seattleites rebel at a reputa- 
tion for rainfall. Their Chamber of Commerce 
makes a project of pointing out that several other 
cities exceed in annual precipitation. 

Seattle would rather have the world know of its 
unusual combination of fresh and salt water, of its 
lakes linked with Puget Sound and onto the 
sheltered British Columbia waters leading to 
Alaska. The Queen City also preferred an event 
which could bring attention to its importance as 
a world port. 

The Welch-Lindeman idea soon began to take 
hold, modified to general Seattle opinion. 

A group of promotional boating enthusiasts, the 
Seattle Salts, who had dreamed of an event called 
a Seafair, swung their interest toward the new idea. 
Then there was Seattle’s tradition in the pre-war 
years of an annual Fleet Week when the Navy 
came to town. Seattle had also staged a Potlatch 
honoring pioneers and Indians. Someone was al- 
ways saying that the city had never shown such 
spirit as it had in 1909 when the world came to 
see its Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition. 

When Walter Van Camp, now Seafair manager,

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moved to town he converted the key characters of St. Paul’s 
spectacle of ice and fire to the local setting. In the new 
script, the king was master of the deep, his lady queen 
of the seas, and their gay adversaries a rough, rollicking 
Davy Jones aided by a dangerously debonair Captain Kidd 
and their followers in fun, the Seafair Pirates. 

Each August after the pirate horde lands, captures the 
city and Davy Jones decrees a holiday of frivolity, boom- 
ing Seattle is its gayest. For ten days, until Neptune Rex 
and his loyal, dignified courtesans restore order, the realm 
rings with revelry. Each community within metropolitan 
Seattle joins with its own traditional fete as part of Seafair. 
The celebrating neighborhoods are visited in state by King 
Neptune and Court and ravaged by Jones, Kidd and Com- 
pany. Parades, street dances, ancestral rites of native 
groups, hospitality cruises aboard yacht club craft and 
hydro races ranging from models to outboards to unlimiteds 
contribute to the show. 

Some members of the pirate gang are in the act from 
year to year but a new Davy Jones and a fresh Captain 
Kidd are named each time. (There have been those who 
put such realism into their portrayal of the renegades that 
they’ve been relieved by alternates in mid-fete.) 

More than 14,000 individual members of Greater Seat- 
tle, Inc., and 500 business or firm members contribute the 
$600,000 which covers the tab for being carefree. Mem- 
bers get special prices on tickets to Seafair features, passes 
to the race track clubhouse, and two-for-one rates on an 
assortment of stage attractions and annual events such as 
the Seattle Boat Show. 

There’s a core of continuity in Seafair, too. Neptunes 
of the past, flanked by their prime ministers and often hon- 
ored by their queens, return for each new fete. They take 
an active part along with the “civilians” of note—the deco- 
rated past presidents and commodores—in support of the 
reigning court. 

This year preliminary events for Seafair will begin on 
August 1, when the Pirates make their beachhead at Alki 
Point. That evening two other events get under way, the 
12-night showing of Aqua Follies and the three-night Great 
Northwest Diamond Belt International Boxing Tournament 
at the University of Washington Pavillion. 

Scores of other events, features like the open house 
aboard ships of the Pacific Fleet, and hospitality cruises 
aboard yacht club craft will make the ten-day program a 
something-always-doing-somewhere show. 

But the big event is the Gold Cup; and ever since Stan 
Sayres’ first Slo-Mo-Shun raised a rooster tail on Lake 
Washington, the boating capital of the West has been living 
from August to August for the battle of the big boats. 

Between 1951 and 1955 the Slo-Mos kept the Gold Cup 
on Seafair waters. Then in 1955, amidst the moans of the 
Seattleites, a Detroit boat captured the cup and turned the 
hydro fever into a slow burn. But the thermometer of local 
interest exploded again when Miss Thriftway brought it 
back for the 1957 run. 

During the 87 days when the top racing trophy was 
in dispute following the Detroit River race, Seattle and Sea- 
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Boats tied to log boom on back stretch will 
offer fans a ringside view at the big racing event.

When at last eager festival leaders welcomed Willard 
Rhodes and Bill Muncey home with the Gold Cup plans 
for this year’s Seafair immediately began taking shape.

With the long-embattled trophy locked 
in an armored car, Stan Donogh commented: “This means 
one fact more than anything else.

Donogh, who raced boats more than 20 years ago, was 
no doubt thinking of the dispute which raged after Mun- 
cey had been disqualified for allegedly striking a buoy on 
the Detroit course. Perhaps he was also thinking of his 
1955 experience when, as referee of Seattle’s last Gold 
Cup event, he’d had to rule against the same Bill Muncey 
while Miss Thriftway’s smiling driver was still receiving 
the cheers of the crowd the apparent winner had been out- 
pointed by Gale V. 

A year later the usual half-million celebrants thronged 
the course to see the big race, this time for the Seafair 
Trophy. But the Lake Washington show lacked the rich 
flavor of Gold Cup competition. Greater Seattle had raised 
a $25,000 purse, upgraded a traditional outboard race to 
an unlimited event and lured most of the country’s best and

ahead 


O THE small crowd gathered at Smith’s Lake George 

boatyard that day in 1948, there was little change in 

the outward appearance of the famous Betty V. She 
seemed the same old girl that had made such an enviable 
reputation back in 1934, 1935 and 1936, when Mel Crook 
piloted her to consecutive wins in the National Sweep- 
stakes and other major regattas. 

But what was not obvious to that group along the shore 
was the fact that with the exception of the sides and super 
structure, the hull was completely new, a redesigned bottom 
had been installed, and her sturdy 600 horsepower Packard 
V-12 we had replaced with an Allison aircraft engine with 
a potential of 1800 horsepower. 

We were more than nervous and apprehensive about 
what would happen when this big 12 cylinder supercharged 
powerplant fired up. This was the sleek monster which had 
pushed P-40 Warhawks and P-51 Mustangs through the 
high skies of combat during World War II. The time had 
come when it was necessary for us to attempt the starting 
procedure. ; 

The Betty was set up to have a driver and riding me- 
chanic; it was to be my assignment to hit the proper 
switches, energize the starter, flip on the ignition booster, 
and engage at the proper moment. All of the dry runs on 
these procedures had made the sequence seem very fa- 
miliar, but with the boat in the water and ready to run, we 
looked out with a new emotion at the 1800 horses just 
ahead of our laps, ready to surge into power. 

All was now set. Mel at the wheel nodded to fire it up 
for our first ride and I flipped the magneto switch to “Both”.

dial. Primer actuated, the starter began to wind up for the 
10 seconds required to get it whining to its peak. Booster 
coil buzzing, I engaged the starter, and with a metallic 
cough that became a screech the big engine began to turn 
over for an eternity that must have actually been a moment 
or two. Then it caught with an ear shattering roar, back- 
fired through the super charger ripping open the aluminum 
air scoop as if it were tissue paper, then promptly died. 
Undaunted, we made a second attempt to get it going. 
Again it started up; again we got back-firing through the 
super charger and carburetor. A fast conference on pos- 
sible causes resulted in a change of carburetors. 

We checked everything again for at least the 90th time, 
fired up, and now, after a flaming belch out of the exhaust 
stacks the engine caught and settled into a smooth roar. We 
swung out from the pit, and with the Allison thundering 
out horsepower, Betty was up on plane in an instant. Before 
we had time to fully realize it we were clipping over the 
waters of Lake George; a glance at our speed gage showed 
80 miles an hour. 

All of the instruments on the dashboard indicated so far 
that the installation which we had worked out so carefully 
was on the nose—even the gear box that Mel and I had 
fabricated out of the nose section reduction gear of a Bell 
P-39 Aircobra aircraft was functioning perfectly. This first 
run began to be full repayment for the two years of untold 
hours of work rejuvenating the Betty. Every new piece had 
been personally made by either Mel or myself. 

But this was different indeed from the many first-trial 
runs I had made over the past twenty-five years in my own

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Speedy Shingles

**97'M just an ordinary racing driver who builds racing 
| boats,” said Seman Urytzki. 

This is a gross understatement. Seman Urytzki, 
better Known to stock outboard racing drivers from Coast 
to Coast as Sid or Mr. Sid, is a designer and builder of 
stock outboard racing hulls which have been on top of the 
heap ever since the sport first really got going back in 
1949. Sid-Crafts, trade name of the Urytzki product, have 
held dozens of A.P.B.A. speed marks and have carried a 
host of stock outboard racing drivers to prominence. Cur- 
rently Sid-Crafts hold the A.P.B.A. JU runabout one-mile 
mark, the A and B Stock Hydroplane competition records, 
and were driven to 1956 National Championships in both 
the BU and B Stock Hydro categories. 

Sid’s background as a builder of racing boats is an un- 
conventional one, but it certainly seems to have provided 
the knowledge and skill to design and build a product that 
has attained widespread acceptance among the knee-pad 
clan. The outboard throttle-squeezing contingent are a 
skeptical bunch who refuse to give their seal of approval 
to any hull without first seeing the outfit competition tested 
and proved. 

At a recent Centreville, Md., race during the early sum- 
mer, the acceptance of Sid’s product was apparent. Of 124 
stock outboard racing boats, made by thirteen different boat 
builders, 46 bore the Sid-Craft name. 

Sid was born in Ukrania, 52 years ago, just where he’s 
not sure, and was brought over to the United States by his 
parents when he was three or four years old. His grand- 
father had been a contractor and a civil engineer, building 
churches, bridges, and large public buildings. Sid’s father 
also was a contractor, but Sid didn’t like building houses 
any more than he liked formalized education. He attended 
the New Brunswick, N. J., Bayard Street School, later 
shifted to Highland Park where he went as far as the 
eighth grade and still later took some night vocational 
courses to pad out his meager schooling. Though his father 
wanted him to join him in the contracting business, Sid 
preferred boats. He built his first one when he was 12 
years old. 

That first boat was a row boat. “What else would a kid 
build,” Sid said, for when he started his boating career the 
outboard was a rarity. Sid launched his boat on the Raritan 
River, chopping the ice in his enthusiasm to give the craft 
its initial try. 

Sid’s first real job was with the U. S. Aircraft Corpora- 
tion of New Brunswick. He started there when he was 
sixteen years old as an apprentice wing builder. Sid stayed 
at U.S.A.C. for nine years until he became superintendent 
of the plant. The market crash ended the company’s activi- 
ties, but Sid’s experience gave him a knowledge of plywood, 
wood joining, and also served as the beginning of a life 
long friendship with a fellow wing builder, Mickey Starego. 
Today Mickey and Sid are 50-50 partners in Sid-Craft 
Boats. Sid supervises the construction end, handling much 
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of the building himself, doing the designing and testing of 
new boats, while Mickey takes care of the business side of 
the operation. 

As long as Sid can remember, he’s always liked speed. 
He and a buddy, when Sid was thirteen, built an airplane, 
powered by a Harley Davidson motorcycle engine. The 
plane was constructed of bamboo with fabric covering. Sid 
whittled out the prop by sheer guess work. The only con- 
trol was a sliding canvas seat, utilizing body weight instead 
of a joy stick. The plane had no ailerons, no landing gear 
and the pilot, with an assist from his ground crew, had to 
run to get the plane to take off. But, it flew—and with Sid 
aboard, soared nearly 15’ high into an apple tree, crash 
landing Sid’s aircraft designing career. 

His first power boat was the rowboat he had made at 
twelve in which he installed a one-cylinder, two-cycle 
Palmer. Actually the Palmer had been reduced to just a 
block, crankcase and piston when Sid found it. He added 
a flywheel picked up in a junkyard, plus a Model T Ford 
carburetor. This is when he began to learn a little some- 
thing about engines. The Ford carburetor just wouldn’t 
work until Sid ‘stumbled on the fact that he could use the 
choke as a needle valve. This jury rigged outfit was fol- 
lowed by a succession of equally makeshift hulls with 
motors assembled from parts scavenged from auto grave- 
yards and automobile repair shops. 

In 1929 Sid began his first racing, using a Lockwood B 
on an A hull. His search for more speed with greater 
horsepower spelled the beginning of Sid’s current racing 
philosophy: “Don’t ever expect anything from a piece of 
racing equipment and you can’t be disappointed.” 

Sid had picked up a secondhand five-cylinder radial 
Cross. The first time out he blew the motor when he 
flipped it. After riding in literally hundreds of different 
boats over the next twenty-odd years, Sid never blew an- 
other motor until one mid-January day about two years 
ago. Sid was working on a new hydroplane design, one 
that was later to win acclaim within weeks of its launch- 
ing, but at that stage the design was still unproved. The Sid- 
Craft plant, a modest-sized two-story operation on Route 
U. S. 1 and Player Ave., New Brunswick, N. J., is conve- 
nient to both the Raritan River and the Raritan Bay. For 
calm water testing, Sid and Mickey use the river and for 
rough water, the bay almost inevitably obliges. On that cold 
afternoon, the bay was surprisingly docile. Mickey was on 
hand with a small outboard skiff to serve as a rescue boat. 
While Sid was crouching at the transom making a motor 
height adjustment, Mickey playfully made a sweeping turn 
close to Sid and thoroughly soaked him. When Sid got his 
hydro going, he decided to get even. He had the new 
hydro skipping over the gentle wave tops at better than 
55 m.p.h. and came scorching down on Mickey, planning 
to make a sharp turn and hose down his partner with the 
boat’s rooster tail. Somewhere among all the nice little 6” 
ripples were a couple of rolling waves. Sid took off over 
the second one, pointed the bow to the sky, flipped over

are wearing skinned knuckles over carpenter’s fin- 

gernails as they board the Long Island Railroad now- 
adays, but a pack of starry-eyed kids are sailing 13'2-foot 
Marconi-rigged class sailboats over the waters of Great 
South Bay as a result of their labors. The co-operative 
craftsmen of Babylon started more than a local “do-it- 
yourself” fad when they mass-produced thousard dollar 
Blue Jay sloops during the winter for a shoestring $250 
apiece. By dragging the cost down within the average boat- 
ing family’s budget, they’ve shown an economic answer to 
launching a small-fry fleet. If present indications point to 
a trend, Long Island suburbanites will be “lofting the lines” 
in basement workshops from the fringes of Madison Ave- 
nue clear to Montauk Point before fall nor’easters begin to 
blow. 
“Operation Blue Jay” was instigated by Macklin Boett-

ger, a sea-going New York businessman whose heart was 
completely wrapped up in his 36-foot shallow-draft yawl, 
Maumac, till he became involved with a passel of Sea 
Scouts, a set of blueprints, and some 4x8 five-ply mahogany 
panels. In common with other deep-water sailing enthusi- 
asts, Boettger is convinced that the future of the sport de- 
pends on putting youngsters at the helm of seaworthy boats. 
“The price problem once seemed insoluble,” Boettger told 
this PopULAR BoaTING correspondent. “It’s possible to or- 
ganize Little League baseball in a corner sandlot without 
spending a mint. Lots of parents are willing to dig deep in 
order to give their kids that sense of responsibility that’s 
coupled with owning a boat, but the price setup. has been 
out of the question. But now,” he continued, “it’s no higher 
than buying a large set of electric trains. This could be the 
beginning of a golden era for sailing.”

flourished on Long Island’s Great South Bay, there was 
no organized interest in sailing. Auxiliary owners sneered 
at craft putting to sea under anything but wind power, but 
they sailed in small cliques and more commonly alone. 
Perhaps an occasional dedicated youngster in the area 
owned a patched, weather-beaten dinghy but trim class 
boats were luxury items to be found only on a millionaire’s 
estate. Races were rare. A concept such as inter-village 
boatbuilding coupled with junior competitions was un- 
heard of. 

Progress and education are high-sounding, indefinable 
words—certainly Jamie Swan, Jack Young, and Macklin 
Boettger had no thought that starting a cruising club purely 
for social reasons might result in a new approach to sailing 
that is already causing a keen rivalry along the New York 
coastline and shows signs of spreading inland wherever a 
good sized body of water exists. 

When Macklin Boettger took sixteen members of Mari- 
ner Troop No. 116, Girl Scouts of America, for a ride on 
his yawl last summer, he was following a familiar routine. 
The kids were thrilled by their ocean-going picnic. They 
begged and scrapped amongst themselves for the privilege 
of being part of the working crew. Then, with the yawl 
heeling alongside for protection, three of the scouts navi- 
gated a dinghy from Fire Island Inlet fifteen miles up the 
bay. Boettger had given hundreds of prospective skippers 
their first sailing experience in a similar manner during the 
last fifteen years. “If there were only enough boats so they 
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could all sail,” sighed scoutleader Cleo Draper. “It’s the 
biggest problem we face.” 

A week later, Boettger talked on boatbuilding before a 
group of parents at_a scout dinner. There was a consider- 
able amount of family interest in the Blue Jay, a scaled- 
down facsimile of the Sparkman & Stephens Lightning, but 
conversation diminished at the point of purchasing plans. 
Only Jamie Swan and Macklin Boettger were prepared to 
go ahead. Stretching a scale blueprint on Boettger’s living 
room floor one evening in August of 1956, the two men 
commenced moulding the lines of a Blue Jay, using ply- 
wood panels to get a fair shape and pick off the rest of the 
measurements. The word spread around Babylon and 
phone calls started to come in. By September, before the 
frame jigs in Boettger’s garage were built, fifty local com- 
muters were clamoring to get into the act. Fearful of space 
problems, Boettger and Swan buttoned it up at twenty, de- 
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ciding to build twenty-five boats and sell the remaining five 
in order to keep costs at an absolute minimum. 

Since “Operation Blue Jay” started without a headquar- 
ters, the men figured on mass-producing parts in their indi- 
vidual homes, putting the pieces together much like a jigsaw 
puzzle whenever and wherever they could. It was an un- 
wieldy, impractical arrangement. They might have been 
faced with knotty problems if Joe Langhauser hadn't con- 
tributed the use of an unused restaurant building. “Didn't 
do me any harm,” said Langhauser. “Besides, the boats are 
for kids. That ought to be enough for anybody.” 

Finances were scheduled on an installment basis, each 
man contributing $25 a month over a ten month period in 
order to total $250. By mutual agreement, the men dou- 
bled their payments on a few occasions to meet a June 1, 
1957 launching deadline. They organized under a project 
arrangement, with an operational setup including a treas- 
urer, secretary, purchasing agent, chairman, and technical 
staff. Each member signed a work agreement to the effect 
that they’d devote three to four hours during the week, 
subject to call, and six to eight over the week-ends. As it 
turned out, no work-time records were required since every- 
body put in voluntary overtime. Shop friendships were the 
beginnings of social gatherings. The wives banded together 
under the tagline “Blue Jay widows,” complained loudly, 
and loved every minute of it. Anybody seeking a missing 
husband invariably found the man working on a boat in- 
stead of hoisting a beer in a neighborhood tavern or spend- 
ing leisure hours in front of a television set. 

Lest “Operation Blue Jay” turn out to be a youngster’s 
project operated solely by adults, the kids were pressed into 
service during their playtime. One squad cleaned up the 
shop, mixed glue, puttied holes, and whatever other odd 
jobs they could find. The Girl Scouts joined with John 
Beinert and Jim Bowles by doing the finishing work on 
sanding the twenty-five masts. Technically, each of the 
twenty commuters was building a boat for his own child 
but, more often than not, a man found himself working 
shoulder-to-shoulder with a pint-size sailor from around the 
corner. 

Macklin Boettger made all the transoms in his garage. 
With many of the component parts, particularly those easily 
transported, the men took the frame jigs to their home 
workshops, turning out twenty-five pieces according to their 
own time commitments. Amazingly, none of the workers 
originally made their livings by the skill of their hands. 
Professionally, they are all executives, salesmen, and pencil- 
pushers. At this writing, they’re all avid do-it-yourself ad- 
dicts with future boatbuilding plans ranging from cockle- 
shells to offshore cruisers. 

As in any construction job, there was difficulty obtain- 
ing materials. A decision to use five-ply mahogany proved 
to be easier than actually obtaining the wood. Temporarily 
stalled while investigating import regulations ‘from either 
Holland or England, the project purchasing agent finally 
secured fifty-five sheets of 4x14 quarter-inch marine ma- 
hogany from the Harbor Sales Corporation in Baltimore, 
Maryland. The spruce for the mast and frames, the ma- 
hogany for the chines, the oak for the keels and stems was 
ordered through M. L. Condon Company of White Plains, 
New York. Fastenings came from the Whitehead Metal 
Supply Company in New York City. 

It's sort of difficult for a fifty-pound youngster to pull 





a halyard hard enough to smooth the wrinkles out of a sail. 
Since the coefficient of shrinkage is different between rope 
and dacron or nylon, a taped luff was ordered from Hard 
Sails, Inc. in Islip, Long Island. The various colored spin- 
nakers were square woven so they’d be less likely to rip 
apart. 

Building a boat might logically appear as an awesome 
task to someone tackling the idea without previous experi- 
ence. Consider Louis Orr, insisting at the beginning that 
he’d never been able to do much with tools, then finding 
himself appointed as a crew chief when the working groups 
were broken down. A few of the co-operative commuters 
felt that they faced an objectionable chore at the start— 
and discovered they loved the work only a few weeks later. 
“There’s an uncanny thrill of accomplishment tied up in 
fashioning a sailboat,” admitted Pat Meehan. “I don’t 
know why this didn’t happen years ago.” 

When this PopuLAR BOATING reporter reached the Kirill 
household on Cedar Lane, red-thatched Peter Jr. was lov- 
ingly floating spar varnish over his trim while his father, 
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Peter Sr., alternated between rueful glances at his bruised 

knuckles and proud grins at his son. “That boat’s part of 

this family,” declared Pete Kirill. “I couldn’t have done

of something else to occupy their time—not as long as 
those sailboats are bobbing on the bay,” declared Julian 
Davies. “Every extra hour put in at the shop will be paying 
dividends from somewhere inside a child. I don’t regret a 
single minute of the work.” 

Macklin Boettger is in close contact with Babylon school 
officials. As a byproduct of the Blue Jay project, Boettger 
hopes to organize inter-village sailing competitions with 
fleets from Amityville and Bellport. “If things work out,” 
he said, “perhaps we'll be able to arrange boatbuilding 
through the school woodworking shops.” 

If parents aim to construct uniform sloops so that train- 
ing and racing are as natural as sails billowing under a 
spanking breeze, the boats must be relatively inexpensive, 
easy for a child to handle, and still large enough for family 
recreational use. The spinnaker-equipped Blue Jay is a 
sensible choice on a wide, shallow stretch of water like 
Great South Bay. Under different sailing conditions—per- 
haps those on an inland lake or where launching from an 
open beach is necessary—the 1012 foot Cadet might be a 
more adaptable choice. Basically, the typé boat is a lot 
less important than the concept of a child owning a home- 
built craft. 

Within the last twenty-four months, a small-fry fleet was 
launched by members of the Pettipaug Yacht Club on the 
Connecticut River at Essex. At least a hundred happy sub- 
urban kids skippered their craft to a crowded starting line 
at the Larchmont Junior Day championships in New York, 
fifty Jays competed on the West Coast, and there were or- 
ganizational rumors from Cape Cod and the rockbound 
coast of Maine. A Blue Jay was a rarity along Long Is- 
land’s South Shore in 1956 but there are at least eighty 
spotted from Lindenhurst on out to Moriches at this writ- 
ing. “Do-it-yourself” boatbuilding is far from new but “do- 
it-for-your-child” makes enough sense to become popular 
nationally. 

“I’m so pepped up about this thing that it’s hard to keep 
my mind on my work,” admitted Macklin Boettger. “If 
there’s a town where a fleet of sailboats might be built for one 
pint-sized sailors, I’m even willing to jump on a train and Three’s a crew and more’s a crowd, but the Blue Jay ‘ 
help ‘em get organized.

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Why Your Chart Works 


By ELBERT ROBBERSON 


Today's boatman plots his cruise 
on charts with details and 
unexcelled aids to navigation 


HEN the early sailors set out on a voyage, they had 
Wire: as much knowledge of what lay before them 

as we would if we crawled into a strange cave carry- 
ing a worn-out candle. They just kept going until they saw 
or hit something. Charts there were, of course, but they 
were free-hand works of art, rather than mathematical cer- 
tainties, with as much attention devoted to borders of deco- 
rative dragons and mermaids as to the invariably distorted 
outlines of coasts, land masses and offshore rock piles. 

The modern skipper—even the pilot of a rowboat or run- 
about—has more accurate information available to help 
make his journey safe than all the previous navigators in 
the world. And any boat operator who passes up the bene- 
fits of the inexpensive convenience of modern charts is 
trying to do it the hard way, and foolhardy as well. 

First of all, let’s settle on what a chart is. It isn’t a map 
—that term is applied to the papers used by aviators, sol- 
diers, and parkway pilots. A chart is a presentation of the 
earth’s surface specifically prepared and intended for the 
use of the seaman, to assist his navigation from port to 
port, and to aid him in the accurate determination of his 
position. The rough approximations used for shore navi- 
gation, and the folders put out by gasoline companies, while 
useful for many side purposes, do not qualify as nautical 
charts. The charts most useful to the mariner are the result 
of years of painstaking work for the U. S. Hydrographic 
Office, a division of the U. S. Department of Commerce. 

One way of presenting the curved earth’s surface as 
being flat would be to construct an “orange-peel” presenta- 
tion, shown in Fig. 1. However, with this type of presenta- 
tion, sailing any distance, except along the Equator, would 
require hopping from one chart segment to the next. 

Accordingly, another system of flattening the sphere was 
devised by the Flemish geographer, Gerardus Mercator, in 
1569, and is now used for most navigational purposes. 
Fig. 2 gives an approximate idea of how the Mercator Pro- 
jection is constructed. Consider the globe to be transparent, 
with a strong point of light at the exact center. Wrapped 
around the globe is a cylindrical translucent screen. Shad- 
ows of earth objects falling on the screen would look some- 
thing like the Mercator Projection, and unrolling the screen 
would result in a flat chart.

Note that both the parallels of latitude and the meridians 
of longitude are straight lines for their entire length, cross- 
ing at right angles. On the equator, a minute of latitude, 
equal to one nautical mile, would have the same size as a 
minute of longitude. But toward the poles, the relation 
changes constantly, resulting in elongation of the rectangles, 
away from the equator. Thus, while a minute of latitude 
equals 1-mile anywhere on the face of the earth, a minute 
of longitude decreases in length, down to zero at the poles. 
It is apparent that in polar regions this “shrinking” of longi- 
tudinal distances could be a serious distortion. Other ad- 
vantages, however, are ordinarily considered to outweigh 
this factor, for all except the polar navigator. 

The great advantage of the Mercator projection is that 
true North is “straight up” everywhere, so that the compass 
course to reach one point from another can be laid out in 
a single straight line; and bearings can be taken from any 
compass rose on the chart or transferred from one to 
another. 

Courses so obtained are “rhumb lines,” which, except 
where they exactly follow the Equator or a meridian, are 
not the shortest distance between the two points. However, 
for short distances, this slight defect may be disregarded 
completely—and even the long-distance navigator needn't 
concern himself unless he is making extensive passages east 
or west in relatively high latitudes. 

The high-latitude distortion of the Mercator Projection 
is improved upon by another form of chart, called the 
Lambert Projection. The approximate idea behind this kind 
of chart can be visualized by imagining an arrangement as 
shown in Fig. 3, where a transparent globe with a point of 
light at the center wears a conical “hat” of translucent ma- 
terial. The shadows of earth objects falling on this cone 
are similar to the result of the Lambert Projection. 

On such charts, only the central meridian is straight “up 
and down,” and the parallels are curved. Distances in the 
central portion of a Lambert chart are fairly accurately 
represented, but toward the Equator and the poles serious 
distortion sets in. However, in the central area a Great 
Circle track, or the shortest distance between two points, 
is shown as a fairly straight line. So, one possible use for 
such a chart is to lay out approximate Great Circle lines, 
as in plotting very distant radio bearings, or to determine 
the bearings of a succession of Rhumb lines which must 
be steered to sail as close as practical to a Great Circle 
course. 

The polyconic projection is another variation, found 
mostly in Atlas Maps. Here the central meridian is a 
straight line, and the parallels are non-concentric circles. 
These have no practical use for the navigator except in the 
instance of plotting a passage to a place for which no other 
chart exists—likely to be a rare happening these days. On 
such charts, obtaining distances and bearings requires con- 
siderable estimating and interpolating. 

The Gnomic, or Great Circle Chart is useful for radio 
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direction finding over great distances, or for laying out a 
series of Rhumb lines or compass courses, to take a vessel 
along the closest practical track to a Great Circle. The idea 
behind the construction of such a chart is illustrated by 
Fig. 4, where a translucent screen is placed tangent to the 
surface of the transparent globe having a point of light at 
its center. A straight line drawn between any two points 
on such a chart represents the Great Circle between them. 
At the crossing of this line over each meridian, the ever- 
changing compass course or bearing of the Great Circle 
track can be measured; and these figures can be transferred 
to a Mercator Chart for convenient use, as shown in Fig. 5. 

In addition to the different projections, there are various 
classifications of charts published by the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey. Sailing Charts are generalized offshore charts 
of small scale, showing only offshore soundings, radio aids 
to navigation, principal lighthouses and landmarks which 
can be seen at a great distance. Their purpose is to help a 
skipper fix his position as he leaves or approaches the open 
sea. 
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Designed for offshore coastwise navigation beyond out- 
lying banks and shoals, the General Class of Chart is gen- 
eralized also, but somewhat more detailed than the Sail- 
ing Chart. 

Most popular with fishermen and small pleasure-boat 
owners is the Coast Chart, designed for inshore coastwise 
navigation and use in entering extensive bays and harbors. 

For detailed information on harbors, anchorage areas 
and smaller waterways, the Harbor Chart has a large 
enough scale to show conditions at a glance, with channels, 
soundings, bottom characteristics, shorelines, depth curves, 
aids to navigation, cable areas, and other information. Two 
charts are required to cover the area for large harbors, such 
as New York and San Francisco. 

There are also special charts, covering the Atlantic and 
Gulf Intracoastal waterways, which two systems extend 
from Sandy Hook to Brownsville, Texas. Special fishing 
and wreck charts have also been published. Loran Charts, 
showing overlaid Loran lines of position are also available 
for the long-range navigator. And the Coast Guard pub- 
lishes small Loran and Radiobeacon System Charts suitable 
for the approximate location and identification of Loran 
and Radiobeacon facilities. 

Another form of special chart, which is of possible use to 
small-boat navigators, is the Coastal Aeronautical Chart, 
issued by the C. & G. S. Their particular advantage is that 
they show the location, identification signals and operation 
frequencies of airways radio-range stations, which can often 
be used to considerable advantage as an aid to the naviga- 
tion of small boats. 

A navigational chart contains a treasure house of in- 
formation to the observant navigator; it contains bearings, 
distances and contours, depths, type of bottom, height and 
description of prominent objects. Because of the great 
concentration of data, abbreviations are, of course, used— 
but explanation of all the terms is also printed on the 
charts, so there is no reason to imagine them to be unde- 
cipherable hieroglyphics. One of the most fruitful pas- 
times a skipper can take up is to study the chart of his 
local waters.— GZ

backwards. Now he gets one of his younger drivers to test 
his boats, although he insists that this is on doctor’s orders 
as the result of an operation. 

Oddly enough for a man who has built nearly a thousand 
racing boats, Sid doesn’t own a boat himself. “I used to 
have a cruiser from 1929 to 1935. I started out with a 22- 
footer I built and then graduated to a 28-footer, but that 
was back during the depression when I had plenty of time 
for fishing.” 

After U. S. Aircraft folded Sid started boat building in 
earnest, designing the hulls and doing most of the work 
himself. 

The first Sid-Craft boat was a 45’ motor sailer built for 
a tractor company. It is still in use. This was followed 
by another 45-footer and Sid might well have stayed in 
the inboard side of the boat building business if it hadn't 
been for the Mercury Lightning. “I tried out one of those 
10 h.p. jobs on a 14’ fishing boat I had built in my spare 
time, and the result was I figured that the outboard was 
here to stay. That Lightning started when I wanted it to 
start and it kept running.” And suddenly Sid was in the 
racing business. 

Though he continued to build inboards, Mickey and Sid 
made a few 12’ and 14’ sheet-ply runabouts. They took 
them up to Greenwood Lake where in late 1947 and °48 
a bunch of stock outboard motor enthusiasts had started 
the Mercury Racing Club. 

“We took those boats up to sell them to the guys because 
we thought they were fast, but none of them would even 
take a look at our jo>s. That’s when Sid started racing 
again. When a big guy like Sid, who is over 6’1” and tops 
190 can get into a 10 horsepowered runabout and beat 
some lightweight kids, the kid drivers are likely to be im- 
pressed.” 

Sid’s first record breaker was Robley Stewart of Fort 
Lauderdale, who set a D runabout mark at Lake Hollings- 
worth, Lakeland, Fla., in 1951. From that time forward, 
Sid drivers have been strongly in contention at racing events 
from coast to coast. Bob Stout of Lambertville, N. J., was 
one of the early standouts with an Albany-to-New York 
marathon win in 1950. Ronnie Zuback, Morgan, N. J., 
repeated with a Sid-Craft win on the rough Hudson grind 
in 1951. In addition to Coulbourn, Stewart, Lovelace and 
O'Dea, Sid has always been well represented in the cham- 
pionship brackets. Dave Kough, Hawthorne, N. J., took 
two national titles with Sid-Crafts last year. Others of Sid’s 
national champions have included Ronald Zuback and Mrs. 
Evelyn Sarossey, New York. Major A.P.B.A. victories were 
scored by Johnnie Kovals, Hasbrouck Heights, N. J., an 
early high-point champion. Gene Hawthorne, Jr., Detroit, 
won six of eight major marathons he entered in his Sid in 
1956. New Jersey driver Zuback, Massachusetts racer Bob 
Robbins and Wisconsin Helmsman Bob Hering scored BU 
wins in 1954, 1955 and 1956 respectively in Sid-Crafts in 
the year’s toughest race, the Winnebagoland 88-mile mara- 
thon. Skip Ritter of Florida, Johnnie Schubert, N. J., and 
last year’s high point amateur, Tommy Young of Virginia 
are other Sid-Craft stars, as is Marilyn Donaldson of 
Akron, Ohio, who helms a hydro successfully against the 
best of the men. 

Today Sid, Mickey, Sid’s son and two helpers produce 
nothing but outboard racing hulls. They will turn out about 
150 this season. Sid’s son would have liked to race but a 
sanctioning body rule states: “no manufacturer of boats or 
motors used in stock outboard competition and none of his 
employees is eligible to race.” 

“It wouldn’t have been a good idea anyway,” Sid figures, 
“because if he raced and won, people might have figured I 
built him some special equipment. And I wouldn’t want 
him to come in second.” —BLAKE GILPIN

GET UNDER 
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hold your breath while ascending, and never rise faster than 
your bubbles, or 25 feet a minute. 

SCUBA units range in price from $120 to $360. A 
SCUBA diver also requires a weight belt of the quick-release 
type, a depth gauge, and a waterproof watch. It is good 
practice, as well, to carry a CO, self-inflating float, which 
can be attached to a strap or the top of your swim trunks. 
The compressed float is about the size of a pack of cigarettes 
and is inflated simply by squeezing the pack. 


SPEARFISHING 

Man originally went under water in search of food, so 
it is not surprising that one of the most popular underwater 
activities is the determined pursuit of fish. Divers have 
taken so enthusiastically to spearfishing that some bodies 
of water are just about fished out, which has brought con- 
siderable legislation against skin divers as a group and 
spearfishermen in particular. Many states now ban the 
taking by spear of any but rough or trash fish, and the use 
of SCUBA while spearfishing is almost everywhere for- 
bidden. If all skin divers would follow the rules of con- 
servation and good sportsmanship, as adopted by most 
responsible skin diving organizations, the sport would get 
less criticism. 

There is a great variety of hunting equipment available 
to the spearfisherman, from simple hand spears and slings to 
elaborate rubber-, spring-, and gas-operated guns, but it is 
wise to find out first what restrictions, if any, apply to the 
particular area in which you plan to fish. It would be foolish 
to lay out $30 or $40 for a gas-powered gun if all you are 
going to be allowed to use is a hand spear, and that only on 
trash fish. 


UNDERWATER SUITS 
If you spearfish or dive with SCUBA in water much 
below 75 degrees, you will probably want some sort of 
underwater dress. Depending on the temperature of the 
water and your sensitivity to cold, you may be able to get 
by with just the addition of socks and a heavy undershirt 
or foam-rubber topper. If you find the water numbing, 
you'd better start shopping for a cold-water suit. “Wet” 
suits, made of smooth or foam rubber, trap water against 
the wearer’s skin and warm it to body temperature. “Dry” 
suits, usually smooth rubber, cover the diver from head 
to toe and keep out all water. Demonstrating the efficiency 
of underwater dress, divers in the Midwest don their dry 
suits over heavy insulating underwear and dive year-round, 
even through ice in mid-winter. Suits range from $30 to 

$90 in price and must be treated with care. 


CAMERA EQUIPMENT 

With the new fast films and inexpensive underwater 
cameras and camera housings available, anyone can take 
pictures under water, which is why so many divers are 
becoming enthusiastic photographers—and vice versa. 
Today, almost as much hunting is being done under water 
with camera as with spear. Until recently, underwater 
photography was almost exclusively for the professional 
because most underwater camera equipment was designed 
for extreme depths and very high priced. Now completely 
satisfactory photos can be achieved even by snap-shooters. 
A flexible plastic case which will permit you to operate 
almost any type of simple hand camera in up to 15 feet of 
water costs as little as $7; box cameras housed for limited 
underwater use sell for $20 and up. Professional equip- 
ment, with exterior controls, and operable at maximum 
diving depths, are considerably more. 

Whether you dive to spear fish, explore wrecks, collect 
shells, or photograph submarine flora and fauna, never dive 
alone or without a float or small boat handy and secured 
against drifting. If you are diving from a larger boat, run 
up a red flag to warn passing craft that a diver is submerged 
70 








nearby. (The international code flag for “diver down” is 
the Number 7 flag—a red flag with a broad white stripe 
down the middle. ) 

The boat-owning diver may find a multitude of uses for 
his subaqueous talents, especially if he has SCUBA equip- 
ment. He can clear fouled anchors and propellers on his 
and other craft. He can scrape barnacles from a hull and 
effect simple repairs below the water line without having 
to haul a boat out of water. He can perform simple salvage 
operations, such as recovering outboard motors, mooring 
chains, lost fishing gear and personal articles. However, be 
warned; Working in the black water or ooze of most harbor 
bottoms can sometimes be dangerous, and not much fun. 
If you are performing these services voluntarily, make sure 
that the mission is a worthy one. 


PROPULSION UNITS 

For the man who likes to get around, under water that is, 
a swimmer propulsion unit will increase his range con- 
siderably. Using either a towed or self-propelled SPU— 
the new craze in skin diving—a SCUBA-equipped diver’s 
increased speed and reduced rate of air consumption (due 
to decreased physical effort) will permit him to cover at 
least four times as much area as with conventional diving 
equipment. 

Towed SPUs include the AquaGlider, a sub-surface aqua- 
plane ridden in a horizontal rather than upright manner, 
and the Manta, a highly maneuverable delta-shaped sea 
sled popular with sports divers on the French Riviera. 

Bludworth Marine’s self-propelled Power Diver ($350, 
less battery) can duplicate nearly all of the actions of a fish, 
with a hitchhiker or two hanging to its tail. The unit is 
operated by finger-tip controls, similarly to the electric 
“scooters” used by the Cousteau diving group. These 
battery-powered sub-sea tugs are capable of speeds up to 
four miles an hour and are dandy for towing up to four 
men on long surface or sub-surface missions without fatigue. 

For the diver who prefers to look even more like a fish, 
Aerojet-General Corp. offers the MiniSub, in both one- and 
two-passenger models. The two-passenger craft, a 14-footer, 
can be pedaled comfortably at four miles an hour, or driven 
at twice that speed by a one-horsepower electric motor. 
A joy stick works rudder and elevators to make the Mini- 
Sub perform loops, rolls, vertical climbs and dives. The 
craft, which is free-flooded since passengers bring their own 
air supply, is priced around $6,000, complete.

Aerojet-General also manufactures the AquaPed, a 
manually-propelled SPU resembling a cross between an egg 
beater and a pogo stick. The AquaPed is operated much 
like a unicycle, with the diver’s pedaling action driving two 
counter-rotating propellers. The device boasts five times the 
efficiency of swim fins alone. 

This summer, instead of being content to just boat about 
on the surface of the water, get out and get under! Take 
a good look at the wondrous world beneath you, a world 
three times the size of the one in which we live. 

Whether you choose to snorkel, SCUBA, or just jeep 
around with an SPU, you will find complete release in this 
liquid sky where weight is gone and action is sister to the 
dream. Man knows no more rewarding or more fascinating 
activity. —FRANK K. COFFEE

MINNESOTA 
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way for visitors, a peace-and-quiet-land where the stillness 
is broken only by the splash of a feeding moose or the 
lonely cry of a loon. A million acres of primeval play- 
ground, it is flanked over the border by Quetico Provincial 
Park, a similar canoe paradise set aside by Canada. 

Minnesota, with its detached northern corner that thrusts 
up into Canada at the Lake of the Woods, is larger than all 
New England with Maryland and New Jersey thrown in. 

The “Land of Ten Thousand Lakes” is also loaded with 
islands. The United States Forest Service maintains some 
as camp sites in Superior and Chippewa National Forests 
so that latter-day voyageurs can conveniently beach their 
canoes and set up housekeeping. Available for private 
ownership are a minimum of a thousand islands. 

The Lake of the Woods has over 2,000 square miles of 
water area plus 14,000 wooded islands. It is the largest lake 
in Minnesota and, with the exception of the Great Lakes, 
the largest body of fresh water in the United States. Fisher- 
men have taken muskies as large as 60 pounds in the area. 

Back in 1783, when the United States officially achieved 
its independence by the Treaty of Paris, the mapmakers 
still thought the Mississippi was west of the Lake of the 
Woods. As a result of this misconception, we ended up 
with the southern shore of the lake as well as the orphan 
known as the Northwest Angle—the northernmost chunk 
of land in the country. Hitched to Canada by land but 
without road connections, the Northwest Angle is accessible 
only by boat or plane. 

Go for a spin from Duluth up the North Shore Drive 
of Lake Superior. Split Rock Lighthouse is perched on the 
crown of a high cliff, standing guard over the rocky coast 
to warn mariners of the jagged reefs below. It’s an ex- 
tremely important navigational aid since metallic rock 
formations in the area divert a compass needle by several 
degrees, famed as the highest lighthouse in the U. S. 

It’s a bargain family boating vacation if you operate 
out of any of Minnesota’s state parks. Cabin accommoda- 
tions begin at $3.50 per day with an additional dollar for 
each person over 12 years of age. Plush private setups 
will run anywhere from $50 to $75 a week, American 
plan, at the numerous tourist lodges sprinkled outside 
park borders, and fancier arrangements are possible even 
within several of the preserves. Commercially, boat rentals 
range between $2 and $5 per day, outboards are $5 plus gas, 
surfboard and water ski instruction is standardized at $3 
per hour in most places, and a launch holding four passen- 
gers can be hired on several larger bodies of water visited 
by this reporter, for $25 a day. Experienced fish guides 
cost me a ten dollar bill anywhere I wetted a line. 

Over 2,000,000 tourists swarmed into Minnesota’s 3,500 
resorts last year with a heavy concentration from neighbor- 
ing Illinois and Iowa. Everybody, including the natives, 
goes boating on the lakes during the summer months. 
C. W. Onan has a magnificent home at Wayzata on Lake 
Minnetonka but spends the majority of his time at the lake 
aboard two elaborate houseboats. Cedric Adams, a Twin 
City radio and TV personality, virtually lives on his cruiser 
during the hot weather, writing newspaper columns and 
broadcasting directly from the boat. 

There is always some special aquatic festival going on— 
the Lake Osakis Fishing Derby, the Hutchinson Water 
Carnival, Eveleth Boat Races, Minneapolis Aquatennial or 
Bemidji Paul Bunyan Water Carnival. 

Nature was in a wonderful mood when she fashioned this 
water wonderland where you can skim over the sky-tinted 
water under sail or cruise in a motorboat, paddle a canoe 
into voyageur country where bass leap in the quiet pools 
or buck a leaping surfboard behind a fast skiff. Take a trip 
to Minnesota for boating that can’t be beat. After one 
visit, you'll automatically come back for more.

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was cutting the water into a chop. The wind during the next 
few hours increased to gusts of 26 to 30 m.p.h., accom- 
panied by white crested waves, a heaping gray sea and a 
driving rain. Though the weekend offered anything but 
ideal pleasure cruising, it was perfect for conducting a PB 
test in what was reportedly a comfortable, rugged, fast and 
seaworthy boat. 

The 30’ Chris-Craft Sea Skiff lived up to its advance pub- 
licity, and quickly established why the round-bilge Chris- 
Craft lapstrake design has grown from a single 22-footer 
available several years ago to an entire fleet in 1957, ranging 
from an 18’ lapstrake 60-horse Sea Skiff at $2,660 to a 
twin 200 horsepower salon deckhouse Sea Skiff 40’ cruiser 
at $28,090. Such has been the popularity, too, of Chris- 
Craft’s Sea Skiff line that about a year ago skiff production 
was added at a new plant located in Salisbury, Md. It was 
from the Salisbury Chris-Craft yard that the Northcross’s 
Blue Chip II was launched. 

The 30-footer is available as both a two sleeper and four 
sleeper. Blue Chip II is a four-sleeper, and though the 
standard twin motor 30’ installation is a pair of 95s, Blue 
Chip was given a pair of special-order Model KL Series 
105 Chris-Craft marine engines. The price of the 30’ series 
with standard factory equipment varies from $8,850 for a 
Flying Bridge Sea Skiff cruiser two-sleeper, equipped with 
a single 95 hp plant to $10,740 for a four sleeper, semi- 
enclosed cruiser with twin 95s. Blue Chip with such added 
extras as folding helmsman and companion seats ($210.50 
for the pair), a combination fish box and aft cockpit lounge 
seat, electric bilge pump and blower, fire extinguisher, 
anchor, anchor and extra mooring lines and miscellaneous 
items such as boat hook, compass and other accessories, 
some custom installed, others factory installed, pushed 
Blue Chip II skipper’s investment to approximately $12,800 
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I rated the sea skiff cruiser “above average” in safety. 
Here are some of her major specifications. On a fore and 
aft line measurement the model runs to 29’ 1112” from bow 
to transom. Her extreme beam is 9’ 9” with a beam of 9’ 8” 
at the rear of the cabin. She has 4’ 812” freeboard forward 
and 3’ 2” aft. At cruising speed, the twin engine installation 
draws slightly more than 2’. The two and four-sleeper ver- 
sions of the 30-footer handle essentially the same, though 
the four sleeper is 200 pounds heavier due to its larger 
cabin. Whether heading directly into heavy seas or run- 
ning with the seas, Blue Chip is light on the helm and 
shows no tendency to wallow and hog. Cabin and shelter 
cabin top handrails, and a comfortably broad catwalk, 
offer safe access to the foredeck. In excessively rough 
weather, a hatch in the forepeak can be used to reach the 
foredeck. A set of anchor chocks for deck stowage of the 
anchor would be an inexpensive and desirable accessory 
addition, and a more generous-sized bow cleat would con- 
siderably simplify line securing. 

The cabin interior is well arranged and smoothly finished 
off with no dangerous projections. It has an ample 6’ 1%4” 
headroom. The headroom in the bridge shelter ranged from 
6’ 2%” at the after end to 6’ 3%4” at the helming position. 

The accessory 28” wide helmsman’s seat is comfortable 
and the seating height is perfect for good forward vision 
through the V-ed ventilating type windshield. However, in 
rough water, a tall individual might find the overhead 
clearance a bit limited. I, who am only 5’ 10”, banged my 
head a number of times as the boat’s motion on rough 
water tossed me about. A few strategically placed lifting 
handles would make handling the con in rough weather less 
precarious. The semi-enclosed bridge is dry. On clear days 
sliding side glass and ventilating windshields make it cool 
but comfortably shady. 

The accessory electric windshield wipers, held out as 
being “powerful, constant speed drive and suitable for 
operation in spray and rain” bogged down badly on the 
combination of the two elements. Personally, I would prefer 
wipers that are also equipped with a manual crank control 
so that in an emergency one doesn’t have to steer blind. 

The bilges are well ventilated. The cabin interior is 
finished with a peg-board-type material, drilled in the same 
manner recently popularized for hobby shop and kitchen 
tool and utensil pin-ups. The pattern of holes proves handy 
for securing such items as fishing rods, lights and other 
gear that can be hung on hooks on the bulkheads but at the 
same time the vented tempered masonite serves a more 
important function of added ventilation, offering the safety 
factor of free circulation of air, eliminating pockets where 
fuel fumes could gather. Another standard fire safety factor 
is the overboard venting of the fuel tanks. An electric bilge 
blower as standard equipment would be desirable and was 
added to Blue Chip II. A red warning light to indicate 
switch-on positions of that and other electrical gear would 
serve as a convenient reminder to offset the possibility of 
run down batteries. 

One structural feature which I felt could be improved is 
the overhead hatch at the cabin entrance. This hatch, which 
adds to the ease of access to the cabin, was equipped with 
a sturdy piano hinge. However, when the hatch was swung 
up to an opened position, it blocked out a large section of 
the forward vision through the V-ed windshield. This hatch 
could better be arranged to swing up sideways in two halves, 
so as to fold back flat on the shelf behind the windshield 
where the sections could also serve as railed trays. 

From the standpoint of comfort, I give the 30’ skiff an 
“excellent” rating. The cabin was well arranged with a 
convenient formica-topped galley counter, far larger than 
average cruiser icebox, plus separate food and dish lockers. 
Two convenient wardrobes form cabin dividers between 
the V-berths forward and the galley, head, and dinette area 
at the aft end of the cabin. The dinette converts into a 
double berth, approximately 2’ 9” wide. The two V-berths 
are extremely generous, 2/2’ wide by over 6’ 3” in length. 

The head is well arranged with an exceptionally easy to 
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operate marine toilet, more than 2’ of lavatory shelf space, 
9” deep, plus a lavatory and an undershelf cabinet area. 

The interior of the cabin is cheerful with large windows 
equipped with screens and easy to operate sliding glass with 
positive catches. 

The cockpit area, over 12’ in length, offers ample room 
for lounging and, on calm water, the cabin deck gives an 
added jumbo-sized sunning space.

A small accessory sterno cabin heater, a compact little 
item measuring 1012” x 1414” x 6” and retailing at $17.50 
took care of the dampness and cold in quick order. 

The engines are located under the cockpit flooring and 
are well sound-dampened so that at any speed Blue Chip II 
is relatively quiet and refreshingly vibration-free. 

For adaptability, the 30’ skiff rates “average” for boats 
of its type. With the twin power plants and a capacity 
passenger and gear load, the 210 horsepower job is sprightly 
and maneuverable enough to serve as a ski tow boat. Its 
high freeboard and clinker design permits its use on unpro- 
tected water with confidence. The roomy cockpit area 
offers ample day cruising space for a party of eight, and 
with a couple of folding cots and the blessing of fair 
weather, six could cruise aboard the boat without discom- 
fort. Actually, each of the two V-berths in a pinch can 
accommodate two so the cabin can sleep six. The fresh 
water supply is a bit on the penurious side since the standard 
tank arrangement offers only a 15 gallon capacity which 
should be at least doubled for any extensive living aboard 
activity. 

On the other hand, the 90 gallon gasoline supply offers 
approximately 15 hours of operation at cruising speed and 
gives an amply safe cruising range. The galley stove on 
Blue Chip II, a two burner alcohol affair, failed to survive 
the limited use it had been given during the previous five 
months since commissioning. This may have been a rare 
lemon model, but for extended life aboard, a propane or 
butane bottled gas stove would offer much greater galley 
flexibility and added safety and convenience. 

An “above average” rating was given the boat for dura- 
bility. The hull is equipped with a 134” by 7/2” mahogany 
keel, a 244” mahogany stem and forefoot (which to my 
liking could be heavier and laminated or constructed of 
oak), a 1%” white oak skeg with lapstrakes of 44” five ply 
marine grade fir plywood (I would prefer birch or mahog- 
any in that order), with %2” five ply marine grade canvas 
covered fir decking. The sheer clamps are constructed of 

1%" by 3%” mahogany with sheer fenders of sturdy 
1%” by 2 2” white oak. Bilge and floor stringers are 14%” 
by 22” mahogany. Fastenings used are copper rivets, brass 
screws and brass bolts, with the laps seamed and reinforced 
with synthetic rubber-based sealer that allows strakes to 
work, yet remaining adhesive and water tight. 

The cockpit flooring and the cabin deck plates are

covered with a heavy duty industrial linoleum which is 
long-lived and largely impervious to elements. 

Just how rugged the Sea Skiff is was proved to its owner 
the hard way. While moored at a dockside location on the 
Saugatuck River, Blue Chip was subjected to a rugged trial 
and came out of it with little more than a few bruises. Just 
north of her mooring, a new bridge for the Connecticut 
throughway was under construction. A steel barge approxi- 
mately 50’ in length loaded with fill was being towed by a 
tug when the tug’s lines parted. The current swept the barge 
against the starboard forequarter of Blue Chip and pinched 
Blue Chip against her mooring. A less strongly constructed 
hull would certainly have been holed and, more likely than 
not, crushed like an egg shell. Blue Chip stood up under 
the beating with little more than a few splinters and paint 
scars as souvenirs of her ordeal. 

Styling gained the Blue Chip another excellent rating. 
From her sturdy oak-skeg-guarded bottom, slightly forward- 
swept clipper-styled bow and back swept lines of the semi- 
enclosed deck house, the 30-footer offers dimensions that are 
a happy meeting between sea-going safety and coltish sleek 
beauty. The finish throughout is top quality. The controls are 
conveniently organized with the instrument panel grouping 
of twin ammeters, tachometers and oil gauges nicely spaced 
and readily visible. The deck hardware, including hand 
rails, is chromium plated brass. The cabin interior is par- 
ticularly appealing with bright red, water repellent bunk 
cushions and dinette cushion seat covers. Dinette and galley 
counter top are covered with a more subdued shade of red 
formica with yellow bulkheads and flat white overhead. 
The cabin though offering sleek exterior appearance is pro- 
vided with an ample expanse of cabin windows at the sides 
plus two ventilating forward ports so that the interior is 
exceptionally gay. For anyone who likes a lapstrake style 
cruiser—which after this test, I do—the boat will match 
appearances with anything in its class anywhere. 

As to speed, this is a variable and of course depends upon 
water conditions, temperature, atmospheric conditions, pro- 
pellers, bottom condition, the overall load of the hull, and 
the power plant in a particular model. Again the Chris- 
Craft gets a better than average rating. No two identical 
appearing boats will have exactly the same speed character- 
istics. However, with a pair of 105s, the following speed 
chart is fairly typical of any 30’ Chris-Craft skiff of 210 
horsepower:

Though this represents from the 1600 to 3200 r.p.m. 
bracket an approximate ircrease of a mile per hour for 
each additional 100 r.p.m., the inconsistencies may be due 
to variations in wetted surface and other factors inherent 
to this particular design, or to characteristics unique to 
one boat of this design. The recommended factory cruising 
r.p.m. is 2600 to 2800 so that the boat should be able to 
cruise at 18 to 20 m.p.h. for extended periods. Since the 
fuel consumption increases from approximately 6 gallons 
per engine hour at cruising speed to 9 gallons per engine 
hour at the top rated r.p.m. of 3200, most owners will be 
satisfied with cruising speed and won’t overwork the power 
plants. Water conditions, too, of course, will cause a 
variation in speed and it is recommended that any owner 
make up a series of speed charts for varying water con- 
ditions at varying r.p.m. and for convenience translate these 
speeds into knots. 

But with the qualifications mentioned, this is a craft we 
can recommend to families whose requirements it may 
meet. —Hank W. BowMAN 
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You can look at them, photograph them under water, pick 
up coral and plants, or shoot a fish. 

That the water is warm can be seen by temperature 
figures computed for PopULAR BoaTING by the U. S. 
Naval Base at Key West. Average water temperatures show 
July warmest and January coolest. The temperatures in 
degrees Fahrenheit were taken each day at noon and then 
averaged for the months of 1956. January, 67°; February, 
74°; March, 77°; April, 77°; May, 83°; June, 86°; July, 
90°; August, 89°; September, 82°; October, 82°; November, 
73°; December, 69°. 

At Key West, the beaches slope gently out to sea and 
the only time you see surf is when an infrequent storm 
has been blowing. Because of such beaches, a newcomer 
to diving can wade or boat out, swim around and see 
underwater plants and animals while still in water shallow 
enough to stand up in if he wishes. 

Key West has become a skin diving center, and the town’s 
professional skin diving guide, Ed Ciesinski, is a wiry, sun- 
tanned man who has been tutoring diving parties at Key 
West for twenty-two years and says he is the nation’s first 
underwater guide. 

Ciesinski’s cabin cruiser, the “Swim Fin,” is especially 
fitted for diving, and carries everything needed, from spear 
guns to underwater cameras, flippers, face masks, and 
underwater breathing devices like the Aqua-lung. 

The notion that you can not step into the ocean without 
being attacked by sharks, barracudas, and at least one 
octopus is completely false—ask anyone who has swum 
daily in Florida waters for years. Rather than the movie- 
type shark or barracuda attack, you are more apt to be 
stung by a jellyfish or a Portuguese man-of-war. And 
such a sting is rare. The ocean is no more dangerous than 
crossing Broadway or Main Street; you have only to 
respect the sea just as you would take care in rush-hour 
traffic. 

The Marine Laboratory of the University of Miami 
(Florida) has published a booklet appropriately titled 
“Sea Pests,” and in its seventy-eight pages the authors 
list a series of sea animals in Florida and West Indian 
waters that can hurt, but adds that very few of them are 
likely to be met frequently. 

Sooner or later, swimming in Florida waters, you will 
see a shark or barracuda. On a day-long diving trip along 
the reef, you may have several hang around your boat. 
They just seem to be curious. The Marine Laboratory says 
it has no record of a shark attacking any of the numerous 
diving enthusiasts who regularly work along the coral reefs 

Occasionally, but still rare, is a sting from a Portuguese 
man-of-war—easy to recognize by its purplish air bladder 
that floats on the surface. 

But you can get yourself in trouble if you try. Take the 
case of the Navy lieutenant who was bitten about the 
head and arms by a jewfish. usually a docile monster. The 
lieutenant, who declined the use of his name—he grinned 
that it might be embarrassing—was spearfishing off Key 
West. He was carrying a light, homemade, rubber-powered 
gun when he spotted the big fish. The lieutenant shot and 
the spear merely pricked the fish, but the fish didn’t like 
it, swam up, and grabbed the lieutenant. 

“It felt like that fish had my whole head in his mouth,” 
the lieutenant said later. He wasn’t seriously hurt; minor 
cuts and bruises, and mostly scared—as who wouldn't be. 
“He finally just spat me out,” the lieutenant said. 

But it’s easiest to play it safe, no matter where you are 
diving. Just don’t handle underwater plants or animals 
that you don’t know. First, ask the guide, or someone who 
knows, as the girl did when she saw the big tarpon on her 
first dive down into the underwater wonderland of the 
Keys. —DENIs SNEIGR

of horsepower figured by this quick scale: at speed, one 
pound of thrust equals one horsepower. The boat will have 
more useable horsepower than anything currently afloat, 
including Campbell’s Blue Bird. The Metropolitan Vickers 
“Beryl” aircraft turbine used on the Blue Bird develops an 
estimated 4000 pounds static thrust. 

Compared to the more conventional propeller-driven 
hydros, the power increase is phenomenal. Today, piston 
powered hydros, using either Allison or Rolls-Royce en- 
gines, produce between 1800 and 2,000 pounds thrust. 
Much of that output is consumed by power-robbing 
drag. Propellers, propeller hubs, struts all create frictional 
resistances in the water. Jones estimates that after deduc- 
tions for frictional losses the useable power thrust from a 
propeller driven boat is only 1000 pounds. The turbine 
driven boat, even figured on the same ratio of loss, will 
provide three times as much power. 

But power is useable as long as there are safety devices 
to cope with it. The Jones boat will have many. One of 
these, much touted Jones invention, is the water spoiler, 
which is a specially designed hull angle built into the for- 
ward nose. 

Whether Jones can build and pilot a boat capable of 
beating the Blue Bird II and thus return the unrestricted 
title to the U. S. is strictly problematical prognostication 
at this point. There are experts on both sides, who can 
prove their arguments convincingly. On the surface, the 
boats are visually similar, design-wise different. Here are 
the statistics:

But some of the headaches Jones has not even faced 
yet; these will come only after the boat is running. During 
Campbell’s last record attempt, when he clocked an average 
of 225 m.p.h. (the mark Jones must beat), on Coniston 
Waters in England, several new problems developed. 

“Our troubles on September 19th, were annoying rather 
than serious,” Campbell said later. “Primarily, mist reduced 
visibility to less than one and one half miles. On the return 
trip this condition was aggravated by gathering dusk and 
steaming on the inside of the cockpit canopy. 

But there were other complications, too. Towards the 
end of the first run Campbell found an odd water condition 
—the Bluebird began to roll at high frequency. Rolling at 
about 1 degree on either hand at about 5 to 7 cycles per 
second, the disturbing shudder was troublesome, dangerous 
and power-robbing. .Campbell later commented, “One 
gained the impression that had I been able to accelerate 
I could have overcome this strange behavior.” 

Possibly, say the experts, but strange and treacherous 
things can happen at high speeds. They are only a part 
of the problems which face Ted Jones as he readies his 
boat for its record attempts. Before his boat is ready, Camp- 
bell may have made new records in the U. S., setting marks 
Jones cannot hit. Jones’ boat could prove a dud: the design 
useless, but that is not the way the experts tab it. 

“Jones knows more about high speed boating than any 
two designers you could name,” one recently said. “If any 
one can do it, Jones can. He took the unlimited title away 
from Donald’s father. He can trounce young Campbell, 
too, and return the unrestricted title to the U. S.”

The inhalator will be in 
the custody of Dr. George W. Reich- 
ardt, CD coordinator for the club, and 
will be kept at Drakes Creek Boat dock 
on Old Hickory Lake. 

Acquisition of a second inhalator, to 
be handled by the Cedar Creek Boat 
Club which operates out of Cedar

The Fageol 44 V-I-P (vertical 
power inboard) and outboard motors 


40 HP FAGEOL V-I-P 
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in 40 horsepower models have been 
announced by the Fageol Products 
Company, Kent, Ohio. In these new 
models, combustion chambers and pis- 
tons were redesigned for greater power 
output and the compression ratio was 
increased to 11 to 1; otherwise they 
are identical to the regular four-cylin- 
der, four-cycle power plants. Com- 
parative tests between the two models 
show the 40 horsepower from three to 
five miles faster per hour; and able to 
plane a loaded boat more effectively. 
Supercharger kits available for the 
35-horsepower V-I-Ps are reported to 
increase engine output to 45 horse- 
power and can be installed in one hour.

It is the Apache, 
Model J7, priced at $149.50 complete 
with 3-gallon gasoline tank and neo- 
prene hose. Powered by the Clinton

two-cycle engine, it is air cooled, with 
choke lever and an airplane type throt- 
tle. It can be operated on any of seven 
different speeds through the use of 
speed control dials, which can be set 
ahead of time for the desired speed. 
The motor can swivel 360 degrees for 
forward-reverse operation. It weighs 
33 pounds. 

A chart, called “Average Propeller 
Sizes,” has been compiled from data 
based on performance reports from 
Gray Marine Engine owners. Where 
expert advice, which would consider 
the hull size and shape, the type and 
size of boat, etc., is not available, the 
chart indicates a propeller that will 
give close to the rated rpm. Propeller 
sizes recommended in the chart are for 
the average installation. The best com- 
bination of speed and economy is often 
a compromise, and final selection of 
the proper wheel can be based upon 
actual trials.—¥. D.

biggest boats. Bui no one was kidding anyone. To Seattle 
there’s nothing like having the hydros hit the turns with the 
prize of prizes at stake. 

So preparations have been made to make this year’s main 
racing event a peak crowd pleaser. The Stan Sayres Memo- 
rial Pits, a monument to the man who brought three- 
pointers to Seattle, will base all contesting craft at one 
location. The more than two-mile long log boom parallel- 
ing the backstretch will be curved to provide both straight- 
of-way and north turn action for fans aboard the thousand 
plus boats moored to it. Thrills aplenty should be in store 
for the spectators jamming this gunwale-to-gunwale grand- 
stand for the list of probable entries is impressive. 

Two expected Gold Cup contenders, Shanty I and Mav- 
erick, are owned by William T. Waggoner, Jr. Gale V and 
Gale VI, with Bill Cantrell and Lee Schoenith driving, will 
lead the Detroit River challengers, a group which will prob- 
ably include Miss U. S. I and Miss U. S. II, What-a-Pickle 
II, Such Crust III and Miss Wayne II, as well as Short Cir- 
cuit, the former Guy Lombardo owned Tempo VII now 
raced by Chuck Thompson. 

Miss Thriftway and Thriftway II will defend the cup 
held by their owner, Willard Rhodes, and Miss Seattle, the 
re-christened Slo-Mo-Shun V, will share in leading the 
Seattle fleet. In there with them will be Hawaii Kai III, 
once owned by Edgar Kaiser but now raced by the crew 
which put Slo-Mo IV into record-breaking shape. Bill 
Boeing’s Miss Wahoo and Miss Bardahl, owned by Norm 
Christensen, will be high among Seattle favorites. 

Scooter Too, also a former Kaiser boat, will be entered 
by a group of hydro backers from the neighborhood of the 
Hanford, Wash., atomic works. Miss B & I and Fascina- 
tion, owned by Bob Gilliam, and Miss Rocket, owned by 
Austin Snell, will represent Tacoma, Seattle’s neighboring 
city on Puget Sound. 

A jet-designed hull propelled by twin screws will proba- 
bly appear on the course. It’s the Armand Swenson de- 
signed Miss University District from Seattle. Miss Spokane, 
owned by Joe and Pat Michielli of Washington’s Inland 
Empire city, is also being watched as new contender. 

Paul Sawyer of Rochester, N. Y., is owner of a boat of 
radical design expected in the running. 

Breathless and a new sister ship to replace Muvalong are 
slated to enter as J. Philip Murphy campaigners, while an- 
other probable entry, Miss Supertest II from London, Ont., 
should provide international flavor. 

In a preliminary run in June for the Wide Wide World 
television cameras, Muncey pushed the new Jones-designed 
Thriftway II out in front of the pack. 

A field of more than 18 unlimiteds could mean two 
days of racing unless the National Power Boat Association 
permits more than six boats in each heat on current-free 
Lake Washington’s three-mile course. 

Seafair officials would like to see the contest confined 
to one day, but even the prospect of a split bill can’t erase 
the smiles they have worn since November 23 when the 
Gold Cup came back to give added zest to this year’s Sea- 
fair. And never since Van Camp brought the frosted frame- 
work of St. Paul’s Winter Carnival to Puget Sound and 
thawed it out has the outlook for their annual celebration 
held such promise. 

From Aqua Follies—the swimming, diving and dancing 
production at Green Lake’s Aqua Theatre—to the Gold 
Cup race on Lake Washington, the eighth annual Seafair 
from August 2 to 11 will be bigger than ever. 

Davy Jones, Captain Kidd and plain Joe Smith of Seat- 
tle agree that sunshine will pour out of the Gold Cup and 
onto this year’s show like it never has before.

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racing outboards ard inboards. There had been times dur- 
ing those years when my stomach had butterflies and my 
heart was full of apprehension; but those rides paled into 
insignificance compared to this. 

Up to one hundred miles an hour the boat rode per- 
fectly, but then when the fabled century mark was passed 
she began to develop a gradual leap and sinking back as if 
she were trying, at each surge, to tear us airborne up and 
away from the surface of the lake. The porpoising action 
became more pronounced with each additional mile an 
hour of speed. 

Now we were ready to put some time on the Betty V and 
test her potential speed. After a few hours of running, 
checking the handling characteristics of the repowered and 
redesigned hull, we felt that we could go out and mash 
down on the throttle for a brief spell. 

By this time the starting procedure had become almost 
mechanical. And yet as the big engine started and the ex- 
haust barked out of the twenty four exhaust stacks, that 
new thrill was there. When the engine was fully warmed up 
and all the instruments checked, Mel steered down to the 
north end of Northwest Bay and put the Betty into a long 
sweeping turn, bringing us in the lee of Tongue Mountain 
where the water was smooth. Here was the final test that 
would show us whether we had a possible contender or 
whether we had nothing to show for our labor of love. 
Running parallel to the shore line, Mel began mashing down 
on the throttle. The tachometer needle climbed up toward 
three thousand revolutions per minute, and the manifold 
pressure gage moved up past fifty-five inches of ramming 
boost. The shore line blurred as our speed clocked up. Un- 
fortunately we had not yet installed the windshields, and 
as we got into the hundred mile an hour bracket our breath 
was literally blown away. Both the tach needle and the 
manifold pressure crept higher and we were really on our 
way. 

Mel had the throttle to the floor and the Allison was 
singing a beautiful song of horsepower. The Hi-Johnson 
propeller was turning 8100 rpm. and the hull, while fully 
stable laterally, was becoming a wild thing in its increasing 
leaps. On one, with the speed close to one hundred and 
forty miles an hour, Mel was bounced up out of his bucket 


_ seat. With my left hand I made a grab for him and got him. 


My right hand was firmly anchored to a handle placed on 
the stringer, all that kept me in the boat, and I am sure that 
during the ride my fingerprints were etched indelibly on the 
bronze handle. When Mel went up, his foot was pulled off 
the throttle and we began to slow down somewhat, though 
our speed had been still building during that last long leap. 
What would have resulted if we had kept on accelerating 
no one knows, but it would be a safe bet that no hull could 
long stand the punishment the Betty was being given at 
that speed. 

Back down around one hundred mph the old girl settled 
to a truly lady-like performance, and our ride back to the 
boat house was a joy, but we were two shaken characters 
when we stepped out of the boat. All I could think of was 
the feeling of exhilaration I had when we were out on the 
water; at the time the disaster of a spill or flip at that speed 
never entered my mind. ’ 

In the post mortems which followed we came to several 
conclusions, and plans were made for some modifications 
of the bottom. However, we both were convinced that the 
old adage that “horsepower alone can not set records or 
win races” was indeed true. 

Races which Betty entered were most gratifying, even 
though no records were set or major trophies won. But 
from her I first learned the special lessons, plus the thrills 
and proper respect for high speed on the water.
